OIL DEPOSITS NEAR 
DEAD SE

JERUSALEM 
Tests of jiquids found at Rosh 
Zohar, about 25 miles from Beersheba 
and near the shores of the Dead Sea, 
have revealed that oil exists in the 
area. 


It is still ‘not known how rich the 
oil deposits are. But it is believed 
possible that .the deposits at Rosh 
Zohar are even more extensive than 
at Helez: The 23 wells at Helez pro- 
tons. of oil annually, 
about 5 per cent of Israel’s needs. 
Prospecting in the Rosh Zohar area 
is being carried out by the Naphta 
Company, which is entirely. Israeli in 
composition. Some of the shares are 
held by the Histadrut and the kibbutz 
movement. 

Another company recently gave up 
the attempt to find oil in the Rosh 
Zohar area.

TWO-PARTY SYSTEM 
NOT FAVOURED

JERUSALEM 

Despite a strong appeal by the 
Premier, Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Knesset 
on Tuesday rejected proposals to 
change the present electoral system of 
proportional representation and to 
adopt a system of constituency 
Proposals made by the 
General Zionists. for less drastic 
changes were also defeated, 

The proposals for reform were 
rejected because all the other parties, 
which together have a majority in 
the Knesset, were strongly opposed 


to. them. Moreover, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’s party, Mapai, was unable. 
to reach an agreement with the 


General Zionists. 

The Knesset was giving a third and 
final reading to the “ Basic Law” Bill 
to regulate the Knesset constitution. 
Members were unanimous only on 
two. points: that the number. of 
members should remain 120 and that 
the meeting place should be in 
Jerusalem. 


Compromise Proposed 

On behalf of Mapai, Mr. Baruch - 
Azania moved an amendment that 
the country should be divided into 
120 constituencies. each of which 
should elect one member. 

Mr. E. Ichilow (General Zionists) 
moved an amendment proposing that 
there should be a system of combined 
voting in an unspecified number of 
“unused ” 
votes should go to national: lists. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion made it clear that 
his aim was to reduce the number 
of parties to two. 

The Premier contended that there 
should be only two parties, because 
there could be only two alternatives: 
the Government policy and the 
policy adopted by the opposition. 
Many people in Israel, he said, had 
no civic experience and no political 
stg and they were confused 

by debates and theories which had 


no direct or indirect. connection. with 


what had to be done in the State. 
General Zionist speakers said they 
wanted to retain four or five parties.

Before 
long, however, the refugees’ numbers 
became too great for the congregation 
to deal with alone, and = discussions 
were held with the Central British 
fund for Jewish Relief and Rehabili- 
tation. 

In. the early spring the Jewish 
Refugees’ Committee was reorganised 
by creating an Egyptian department 
to deal with these people. | 

The Egyptian. refugees had been 
welcomed at the synagogue services 
and at the meetings and events of all 
congregational societies. In addition 
regular weekly activities were being 
held in the Montefiore Hall by the 
newly established Anglo-Egyptian 
Social Society. 
were held twice weekly at the com- 
munal.centre. Most of the Egyptians, 
it appearedy were settling down well 
and were gradually being integrated, 
said the report. :

Sephardim had swelled the number 


of regular worshippers at Lauderdale

Guild to help to resettle the Egyptians, | 
and this was the guild's major concern 
during the year.

Particularly appreciated was 
the gift of four boxes containing 
several hundred items. of. clothing 
from the Sephardi Hebrew Congrega- 
tion of Rhodesia.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


FREEDOM OF THE INDIVIDUAL 


ANGUAGE and idiom reflect 
the philosophy of a_ people. 

The special portion read on 

the Sabbath of Shekalim contains 
verses which describe the first 
census taken of Israel in the 
wilderness. The words NWR 5D 


me if translated 


literally would read: “ When thou 
dost lift the head of the Children 
of Israel.” It is as if the Bible 
admits the necessity of the pro- 
cedure of counting for statistical 
purposes but issues a warning that 


certain ill effects may accrue from 


ascertaining the numerical strength 


of a people. In the mass survey 
the individual may become a 
nonentity. 


Moses is commanded to lift the 
head of each individual and to 
make him realise the worth of his 
personality during the process of 
regimentation. 

This injunction which was given 
at the dawn of the history of our 
people needs to be stressed more 


emphatically in. our modern age. 


We are apt to classify and to 
evaluate communities on the basis 
of their numerical muster and to 
gauge their worth on the basis 
of their material assets. Is a com- 
munity more important because its 
membership. runs into thousands 
and its contributions of coin to 
sundry causes are extensive ? 
Should we not rather consider the 


small community of a few indi- 


viduals who struggle vahantly in 
order to maintain their Jewish 
existence as being the real heroes 
of the story. of our communal 


OFTEN the small village has pro- 


duced the. notables of history 
because in the small centre there 
has been a fertile soil for the 
growth of personality and for 
the spiritual development of. the 
individual. ‘The small community 
has encouraged the individual while 
the large one has engulfed him. An 
individual can. suffer the pangs of 


loneliness surrounded by millions 


in a cold, forbidding city. 


The modern trend in the world 
is to concentrate on grouping :and 
mass formation. It was not long 
ago that a nation challenged the 
world with jts plan totali- 
tarianism which had as its goal the 
suppression of the individual. The 
words of Exodus are a reminder 
to the world that the individual 
must -be respected and considered 
within the complex framework of 
society. In ancient Israel during 
the census each individual gave a 
half shekel. The rich did not give 
more nor the poor less. The half 
shekel was more than a coin—it 
was a symbol stressing the fact that 
in the sight of God all individuals 
are equal. . 
THE Sidra which will 

be read on this Sabbath of 
Shekalim, stresses the need for the 
individual to be free. It was a 
degrading act for a man to. sell 


himself into bondage. Freedom of 


the individual was -the first law 
after the Ten Commandments. 


The chapter also teaches that free- . 


dom has its frontiers, and trespass 
beyond the boundary results in 


infringement on the freedom of 
Individual and 


one’s neighbour. 
society blend harmoniously within. 
the mosaic of Jewish teaching. The 
two Scrolls of the Law provide the 
pattern of the healthy balance 
between the individual andthe 
group—the sine qua non of civilised 


gociety.

Mr. M. Edelman’s 
Statement

“The idea that there can be an 
international Jewish body. authorised 
to act with executive powers or to 
speak on behalf of the totality of the 
Jewish people is entirely alien to the 
concepts of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion,” declared the Chairman of its 
Foreign Affairs . Committee, Mr. 
Maurice Edelman, M.P., on Tuesday, 
in a Statement on the recently formed 
Conference of Jewish Organisations. 

He was addressing a meeting of the 
A.J.A., held under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Victor Lucas, at the home of 
Mrs. Louis de. Pinna. (Cun- 
ningham Court, W.9). Mr. Edelman 
added that the A.J.A. was, however, 
stuill anxious and willing to consult 
with other Jewish organisations and 
to act in concert with them on specific 


matters of importance to Jewry, 


“ Messianic Dream ” 


He said that it was understandable 
that some Jewish people who had had 
to suffer discrimination and oppression 


jn various lands should have “an 


almost messianic dream”. about an 
international Jewish body able to:pro- 
tect the interests and fights of 
oppressed sections of Jewry. 

“ This aspiration is a valid one,” he 


stated, “ but the manner and form of | 
its realisation demand ‘careful 
thought.”

there was no single national Jewish 
hody that. could claim. the absolute 
right to speak. and-act on behalf of 
the whole community, there was even

He also said that since the Associa- 
tion placed the strongest emphasis on 
the allegiance of British Jews to. their 
own country, they would never. join 
any international Jewish body which 
might have purposes that were incon- 
sistent with the interests of Britain.

ARMS AND THE ARABS | 


Guns, Not the Gi iver, 
Matter 


Brigadier . Moshe Dayan, — until 
recently Israel's Army Chief-of-Staff, 
said in an ITV interview on Sun- 
day that the arms in the possession 
of the Arabs rather than the identity 
of their -provider were the main 
source of danger in the Middle East. 

He was asked by the interviewer, 
Mr. Robin Day, how serious he con- 
sidered the Russian military threat 
in the Middle East... 
rephed: think that the threat in 
the Middle East, at least as far as 
Israel is concerned, is more with the 
weapons that they supply to the Arab 


countries than with the very fact that. 


there is Riissian influence there. Or, 
in. other words, had the same weapons 
been supplied. by other countries, 
without restrictions, it probably would 
have caused a threat. to Israel. What 
we really mind is the tanks and the 
guns and the aircraft, and not. so 
much. the Communist ideology, -if 
they take it there at all.” °. 

Asked which countries were sup- 
plying arms. to Israel, Brigadier 
Dayan refused to give specific names 
but said it was mainly from Europe. 
‘] think there is a reali- 
sation now in Europe that it is better 
to have a strong Israel in order to 
avoid and prevent-a war there, and 
therefore | think that we are enjoying 
now better relations with European 
countries, who are ready t@ sell us 
the arms, such countries as were 
not. ready to do it: before.” 

Day asked whether it was 
planned to get atomic weapons of 
any kind for the. Israeli forces, and 
Brigadier Dayan replied, “ Planning, 
well how can one plan it ?.. ve no

Henry Rose, who was a bachelor, 
had been with. the Datry Express 
for 31 vears and was one of the best- 
known and best-loved sports writers 
in the country. He gained a reputa- 
tion for’ being forthright and fearless 
in. his reporting of sporting events, 
and his dapper, well-dressed - figure 
was as familiar to those who frequent 
the: terraces. aS was in the press 
boxes of the many football grounds 
of the North. 

Although he was born in Norwich, 
Mr. Rose was brought up in Cardiff, 
where he attended Wood Street 
Elementary School and then the 
Canton Hieh School, writes. our 
Cardiff Correspondent. He attended 
the Cathedral Road Synagogue 
Hebrew classes and sang solo in. the 
synagogue choir. He was active in 
the Cardiff Jewish Scout movement, 
and he was one of the founders of 
the Young Israel League, the Young 
Zionist Society, and the Jewish Youth 
Seciety.

TRIPARTITE DECLARATION 
_ British Talks with U.S.A. and France 


From our Parliamentary

Britain is consulting the U.S.A. 
and France, her co-signatories to the 
Tripartite Declaration, on the possible 
effect which the  Egyptian-Syrian 
union may have with regard to the 
undertakings in the Declaration which 


the three parties have. towards each 


other. 
This was stated. by. Commander 
ALLAN Nosie, Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs, in the Commons on 
Wednesday, when he was questioned 
about Israel's frontiers, the Tripartite 
Declaration, and the new United Arab 
Republic formed by Egypt and 
Syria. 
Commander. Noble. said that the 
Government, as indeed he bebheved 
was the case with all other members 
of the United. Nations, considered 
that Israel's existing frontiers -were 
governed by: the terms of the general 
armisticé agreements. signed between 
and her neighbours. These 
agreements. were explicitly. without 
prejudice to a final settlement. The 
Tripartite.

Having transcended the 
limitations of the existing schools of 
medical thought he attempted to 
analyse the universal man, whose con- 
scious and subconscious were alike, 
whatever his religion and nationality. 


Great Optimists

realised ‘that as great optimists and 
great believers in mankind they had 
reached heights not easy to attain at 
the present time.

the premonition of the Jewish tragedy. 
Freud had none until he was struck 
by Nazism. Neither did Trotsky, who, 
as @ young man, had violently 
repudiated the Bund's claims for 
Jewish cultural autonomy. 


Having analysed intellectual 
uniqueness of the great “ non-Jewish ” 
Jews, Dr. Deutscher stated that the 
massacre of 6,000,000 Jews by the 
Nazis left the nations of Europe 
“more or less cold.” Was the great. 
optimism of these revolutionaries of 
modern thought and their belief in 
the future of civilisation then justified? 

“My answer: is: Yes, De. 
Deutscher stated emphatically. It was 
a tragedy that because the Jews had 
been so closely identified with money 
economy, the nations of Europe were 
not prepared to react strongly against 
the massacre. The masses of the 
Furopean nations were opposed to 
money economy and to capitalism, 
but their opposition was superficial, 
Had they been deeply averse to 
capitalism, they would not have turned 
against the Jews whom they identi-— 
fied with the economic system and 
with ruthless. money-lending. The 
point: was that capitalism had out- 
stayed its day, and “we, the Jews, 
have paid for it in- Europe, and may 
‘still have to pay for it.” = 


Israel“ An Anachronism ”. 


Although the eminent galaxy of 
the “* non-Jewish” Jews saw. the future 
of mankind in a nationless society, 
and though the Jews themselves for 
generations had .been. the., natural 
pioneers of the idea of an inter- 
national society of equals, the’ decay 
of nationalistic capitalism had forced 
them jn our time to embrace the con- 
ception of a nation-State, which was 
an anachronism, - Dr. Deutscher 
asserted, 

it was tragic; he added, that at a 
time when the nation-State had entered 


on its final stage of decay. the Jews 


had decided to become the. inheritors 
of an idea that for centuries had been 
a. factor of disunity 
peoples of the world. 
In conclusion, Dr. Deutscher pro-

Minister of Israel, who is coming 
on a. three-day intensive mission 
to Britain specifically for this pur- 
pose. On Saturday evening he 
will open the campaign in 
-London, on Sunday in Leeds, and 
on Monday in Manchester... For 
. both personal and public reasons 
the warmest and. most cordial 
of welcomes willbe offered him. 


No more suitable: emissary for 


a this great cause could have been 


chosen. than Mr. Sharett.- As a 
boy of 12, he was one of a family 


which, after the Tsarist pogroms 


of 1906, settled in Palestine, then 
under Turkish sovereignty. Even 
in his Russian homeland he had 
been. imbued by his family up- 
bringing and. school education 
with the Zionist ideal. Quickly 
acquiring a mastery of Hebrew 
and Arabic. several other 


languages, he became brilliant. 


interpreter and early laid the 
foundation of his subsequent 
Career jn politics and diplomacy. 
After the First World War he 
eagerly seized the canstructive 
opportunities offered by the 
Balfour Declaration and joined 
the staff of the. Zionist Com- 
mission. in Jerusalem., In _ this 


“work he soon. became convinced: 


of the need to obtain a thorough 
knowledge -of Britain... Accord- 
ingly, he came .here to study at 
the London School of Economics 
and Political. Science, and — thus 
acquired first-hand appreciation 
of British ideals of thought and 
action. During those’ formative 
years, also, he combined active 


, Work for the Zionist Movement. 
with participation in British public — 


life. .From that time, too, dates 
his. ofatorical mastery of the 
English language, which has been 
‘so finely displayed in- the course 
of his. past visits. here, and which 
his many friends and admirers in 
‘this. country are again eagerly 
anticipating during the next few 
days. From 1933 onwards, after 
the death. of ~Arlosoroff,. Mr. 
 Sharett occupied the key post of 
Political Secretary of the Jewish 


Agency. Then, from 1948. until 
1956, he was. the first Foreign 
‘Minister of State of -Israel, 
including a. period. as Prime 


Minister during Mr. Ben-Gurion’s 
temporary retirement. He js. thus 
one of. the master architects of the 
new State and pre-eminently 
qualified to expound its aims and 
requirements to British Jewry. 


The launching’ of the J.P.A. 
campaign for 1958, which. is 


Israel's tenth anniversary year, js 


of more than ordinary signifi- 
cance, although always a great 
communal occasion. Last year’s 
financial results . constituted a 
record, . but the. organisers. are 
rightly determined to reach 
least the same target again. Funds 
are most urgently needed for the 
consolidation’ of pioneer  settle- 
ments, for housing, for Jand 
reclamation, and for new indus- 
trial settlements. In 1957 
immigration reached its highest 
peak for five years, and this basic 
necessity will continue during the 
present year. At least 60,000 Jews 
are now awaiting transfer to Israel 
from. Eastern Europe. and..North 
. Africa, without taking into 
account future emergencies. It is 
planned to build 2,300 housing 
units as part of the drive to clear 
the slums called ma‘abarot. Fif- 
teen thousand families still reside 
in these ma‘abarot, of whom ten 
per cent have been classified as in 
need of special social care. 
Another priority must be the con- 
solidation into self-sufficient 
economic units of the 450 settle- 
ments that have been established 
during the past decade. This will 
involve the extension, in many 


eases, of their water supply, 
together with the provision of 
working capital, housing, extra 


livestock, and machinery. A most 
important development completed 
in 1957 was the draining of the 
Hula swampiand, and a large part 
of this area is already under culti- 
wation. The recent increasing

volume of industrial and agricul- 
tural exports is an indication of 
economic progress. It should be 
noted that Britain has been Israel's 
best customer for industrial 
exports, while Israel was able to 


satisfy 65 per cent of her own 


requirements in food. The effort 
to reduce Israel's adverse trade 
balance must be continued.. This 
will necessitate, among other 
tasks, the expansion of the area of 
industrial crops—e.g., citrus, sugar 
cane, cotton, and wheat. It is for 
the furtherance of such practical 
projects as these that British Jewry 


is being asked to give its generous 


co-operation. 
It cannot be doubted that Mr. 


Sharett’s advocacy of this cause 


will rouse the community to a 
sense of its obligation and respon- 
sibility. 


CONSULTATION | 
OR NOT? 


AFTER the Rome conference of 
the Co-ordinating Committee of 
which we 
recently reported, have faturally 
come the comments, for and 
against. Inasmuch as the com- 
ment may lead to clarification— 
especially as the outline of the pro- 
posed new international organisa- 
tion has now -been produced—it 
will be useful. 
and need, of common consultation 
among Jewish bodies, everyone, 


even the most intransigent, would 


seem to be agreed. What is not 
agreed is, first, the method: should 
the consultative machinery be ad 
hoc, as: emergencies dictate; or 


should it be, as it threatens to be

meeting It is.a curiously large 
claim—the only “ representative ” 
of Israel, in the meaning of our 
reporter's words, would have been 
a Governmental delegation from 
Israel. itself. But there is the 
further question: are we to under- 


stand from Dr. Tartakower that — 
every branch of the World Jewish 


Congress claims separate represen- 


tation—and therefore vote—at the. 


international forum? If so, there 
will be even more opposition from 
the uncommitted organisations 
elsewhere. 

As for decisions, it seems to be 
proposed that these should be 
sealed by a majority vote, the 
implication following that execu- 
tive action should then take the 
place of consultation. But strong 


reasons against this as it stands

The true nature of the emanci- 


pationist struggle cannot be under- 
stood without first perceiving the 
peculiar . character “with «which 
eminent Christians endowed Jewry.

debate in August, 1833, on Robert- 


Grant’s second Bill to repeal Jewish 
disabilities, the Archbishop — of 
Canterbury, William Howley, an

faith of the Gospel; attesting the 


truth of the prophecies which relate 


to the mission of Christ by. their 
own misfortunes. In this light, |

Divine Punishment 


The Archbishop saw in the Jews’ 


plight Divine punishment for their 


reyection of Jesus. He believed in 
their ultimate .conversion,. but 
meanwhile regarded their. proposed 
civil emancipation as contrary to 


the Divine plan for their rightless 


dispersion. The doctrine that the 
Jews were under: a Divine curse 
was not confined to critics of. the 
Bill, 


In such an age it is not surprising 


that Jewish messianism should be 
in the fore of publi discussion on 
the successive Bills. In May, 1848, 
in the debate on Lord John 
Russell's latest. Bil, Lord Winchel- 
sea Said he was ready “to grant 
the Jews every toleration that was 
consistent with the maintenance of 
Christianity” but he would not 


admit them,to Parliament. They 


were “a. distinct .and peculiar 
people, bearing their nationality of 
character in whatever part of the 
world they were dispersed.” His 


approach was typical of the opposi- 


tion. In the Commons, the. Febru- 
ary speech of Spencer Walpole, an 


eminent Tory barrister, attracted - 
wide. attention: .“ The Jew,” he 


declared, “is of a separate creed 
and interest; he is not a citizen of 
this country but of the world; he 


has no land which he can call his’ 


own, save the Land of Promise.” 
Outspoken Foe 


One of the most outspoken foes 
of thesé Bills was Sir Robert Inglis, 
Tory M.P. for Oxford University. 
No Christian,” he told the House 
in February, . 1853, “who knows 
anything of Jewish literature or of 
their history can fail to know that 
it is their distinguishing boast and 


separate nation . . . reserved for a 
great purpose as a peculiar people 
Which human eyes cannot penetrate 
and that their highest aspiration is 
a return to their own land.” In 
his “ Appeal to the British Nation 
On Behalf of the Jews” (1829), 
Barnard Van Oven sought to dis- 
Pose of each of the arguments 
adduced against Jewish emancipa- 
tion. At the head of the list was 
the constant Jewish hope for their 
re-establishment as a nation in 
alestine, 
Even. some Jews detected an in- 
compatibility between the emanci- 
movement and the 
messianic belief. THe JewisH 
HRONICLE. deseribed them in 
February, 1845, as “a. narrow- 
minded though very small

persistent allegations that “ the truly 
pious Jew considers himself an alien, 
though by birth a British Jew. as 
he looks upon Palestine as his 
native land.” The editor urged the 
emancipationists to embark on an 
educational programme to disabuse 
the minds not only of Christians 
but also of those Jews who implied 
this consequence into Jewish 
messianism, | 

The replies of the emancipa- 
tionists to these charges and fears 
are of considerable historical 
interest. They form part of the 
Jewish reaction to the liberalism of 
the age which followed the French 
Revolution. “They represent an 
attenuation of Jewish cohesion in 
the new ear. In a later generation 
the impulse to divest Judaism of its 
redemptionist and national features 
carried the heirs of ‘the early 
emancipationists into. stern anti- 
Zionism, 


Allegiance Not Affected 


The immediate Jewish ‘reaction 
was. to deny that the belief in the 
Return had affected the allegiance 
of Jews to the. Sovereign and. to 
assert. that the: precepts of Judaism 
required that it. should not. “ The 
restoration of Israel,” commented 
‘Van Oven, “ has-been delayed 1,800 
years and may be delayed many 
more, and it would be absurd to 
allow the anticipation of such an 
event to influence our political con- 
‘duct or. feelings.” “It un- 
doubtedly true,” wrote Francis 
Goldsmid, the most. influential. of 
the Jewish publicists,.in his “ Reply 
to the Arguments, etc.” (1848). 
“that the Jews regard the coming of 


the Messiah and their own restora- 


tion to the promised land as certain: 
events. But the inference that this 
anticipation renders them incapable 
of love for their. native or 
unfit to. serve it is disproved by 
the experience of every age and 
country, in’ which the writers of 
their history have informed us that 
they have. been treated like 
citizens.” 

Associated with these apologetics 
was the assertion that the Jews are 


not alone im anticipating a far-off 


universal Divine event. “ Are we to 
exclude all miullenarians.”. asked 


Macaulay in his famous speech. in- 


the Commons in April, 1833, ° from 
Parliament office on. the 
grounds that they are impatiently 


looking forward to the miraculous: 


monarchy that is to supersede the 
present dynasty and constitution of 


England ? ” 


Jews’ “ Nationality ” 


To the opponents of emancipa- 
tion there must have appeared in 
these rejoinders a certain incon- 
clusiveness. 
ness or farness of Jewish national 
redemption that mattered, but the 
alleged: present and continuing state 
of expectancy and otherness. It was 
not. their millenarianism alone 
which separated the Jews but also 
their “nationality,” the nature and 


impress of their history. Goldsmid 


did not argue that full citizenship 
would dissolve the idea of the 
Jewish nation and conjure away 
messianism. He was unable to free 


himself from what he deemed to- 


be the tenets of Judaism. One may 
detect in his writings some equivo- 
cation, a desire to propel the 
national idea out of the contem- 
porary scene. “When the term 
[separate nation or separate 
people], he..wrote,..“ is. applied .to 
the past or the future, its significa- 
tion is obvious. . . . But has the 
phrase, which it is justly said the 
Jews employ, any — present 
meaning?” 

In order to avoid the trammels 
of the redemptionist creed, some 
pro-emancipationist writers queried 
the literal actuality of the Return. 
One such author was Charles Egan, 
lawyer and theologian. Egan, who 
believed in the eventual conversion 
of the Jews, argued at length in his 


“Status of the Jews in England” 


(1848), that “the idea alleged to 
be entertained by the Jews respect- 
ing their eventual return to 
Jerusalem” is “far too doubtful 
for any Christian to advance as an 
argument against” their civil 
emancipation. 

The belief that full citizenship 
would corrode Jewish “ national” 
frequently 
advanced by Christian advocates of

emancipation. Eloquent expression 
was given to this conviction by 
R. L. Sheil, an Irish Roman 
Catholic, in the Commons. in 
February; 1848. “I know,” he 
said, “the notion is entertained by 
some that there is no such thing as 
an English, or a Spanish, or an 
Italian Jew, that a Jew is a Jew and 
nothing else, that his nationality is 
engrossed by the country of his 
hopes and of his recollections. When 
his name and race were branded 
and oppressed ... it is not won- 
derful that on the banks of the Seine 
or the Thames, as with his fathers 
by the rivers of Babylon, the psalm 
of exile should speak comfort to 
his heart. But in proportion as you 
have mitigated the law against the 
Jew, his devotion to the land of his. 
birth has been revived,” 


Influence of Mendelssohn 


There were also increasing signs 
of a radical Jewish opinion which 
tried to oust the national idea from 
Jewish doctrine. In Germany the 
influence of Moses Mendelssohn 
and the French Revolution acted 


“Sharply on Jewish communities 


which had not enjoyed the social 
emancipation which had long been 
the lot of Anglo-Jewry. In 1812 
David Friedlander, an advanced 


reformer of Judaism and a leader 


in the movement for Jewish 
emancipation in Prussia, called. for 
the deletion of all prayers which 


envisaged a.-Return to Zion or 


which carried a nationalist implica- 
tion... The far-reaching reforms 
urged in the next generation by 
Samuel Holdheim and Abraham 
Geiger reflected emancipationist 
sentiment as well as the “ Science of 
Judaism.” Geiger went. so far as 
to avow that Hebrew. should be 
excised from Jewish ritual. ° 


- The messianic idea was deprived 
ofits: national content and the 


messianic age was interpreted as a 


future era of universal peace and 


‘good will. The. Conference of 
American Reform in. Philadelphia 
(1869). and Pittsburgh (1885), largely 
under the impact of the German- 
Jewish immigration, . explicitly 
abandoned the expectation of a 
Return to Palestine. “ We consider 
ourselves no longer a nation,” ran 
the “platform” of 1885, “but a 
religious community.” ‘It is. signi- 
ficant that Samson Raphael Hirsch, 


the principal protagonist of the 


Orthodox reaction against Reform 
in Germany and a firm believer in 


-the Divine election of the Jewish 


people and its ultimate national 
estoration,.. denounced practical 
efforts to bring about the Return. 


In the second and third genera- 
tions of emancipated Anglo-Jewry, 


especially in the socially advanced 


and religiously reformed sections, 
these polemics could not fail to 
evoke a response. A self-conscious 
patriotism and a_ heightened 
rationalism tended to outmode the 
messianism of an earlier epoch. 
The onset of political Zionism and 
the transformation of the Return 
from a theological proposition into 


a contemporary activist programme | 


sharpened the old conflict. Claude 
Montefiore, the founder of Liberal 
Judaism jin England and the most 
effective English exponent of the 
mission of Jewish dispersion, was 
in the van of anti-Zionism. Oswald 
John Simon, who Geclined to follow 
Montefiore out of Reform into 
Liberalism because of his “-rever- 
ence” for “certain aspects of the 
historic presentation of our faith,” 


nevertheless subscribed to Monte- — 


fiore’s thesis that, while the Jews 
were once a nation, they were now 
a “church.” Dhissociating himself 
from the ideals of Zionism, Simon, 


a much-canvassed letter to THE 
Times on August. 30, 1897, while 


the First Zionist Congress was. in 
session, declared that Judaism could 
have a wider appeal than “ the arti- 
ficial limits of race” and could be 
the means of “establishing. a com- 
mon. worship” among Jews and 


. Gentiles. 


Chief Rabbi’s Interview 


In.a widely reported address 


a Jewish meeting in January, 1903, 
Laurie Magnus. found ~ himself 
enmeshed in old. ‘equivocations. 
“We may continue to pray,” he 
said, “ that the Restoration may. be 
brought about in our time ; indeed, 
I should consider no public service 
complete which did not include that 
prayer. But .for purposes of 


practical citizenship, we must take — 
our fate as we find it.”. The Chief 
Rabbi, Hermann Adler; while not 


sharing Montefiore’s idea of mission 
and while not discarding the tradi- 
tional. belief in the ultimate (but 


vaguely and ambiguously explained) 


fulfilment of Prophecy, had 
doubts about his own anti-Zionism. 
“Since the destruction of the 
Temple,” he. told the MANCHESTER 
DISPATCH in a hotly discussed inter- 
view in April, 1909, “. . . no 
longer constitute a nation ; we are 
a religious communion. We are 
bound together with our brethren 


‘throughout the world primarily by 


the ties of a common faith. But 
in regard to all other matters we 
consider ourselves Englishmen... .” 

These questions were not initiated 


by Zionism. They were at the core 


of prolonged debate in the days of 

emancipation a century and more 

ago.

By waiting till a pellet hit the 
deck, the Russian captain achieved

taneously, and Sezokrylov could not 


restrain a smile of pleasure until a 
British admiral came aboard to pay 
his respects and demanded to know 
why the Russian squadron had fired 
only 20 broadsides to the British 
Sovereign. “I beg your pardon,” 
Sezokryloy 
21 broadsides. . . .”. The British 
admiral persisted in his claim, and

ISRAEL'S VOICE 
TO THE ARABS

JERUSALEM 

“This radio station will continue 
the tradition of Israel's Arabic yoice, 
and preach for tranquillity and peace 
in this part of the world, based on 
mutual understanding and co-exis- 
tence, as in the past, of the two 
Semitic peoples of the Middle East.” 
With these words, Mr. Shaul Bar- 
Haim recently inaugurated Israel's 
powerful new 100-kilowatt Arabic 
radio. station. 

“Dar. el Iza’a el Israelia” 


_ Israel Broadcasting House) transmits 


on medium and short waves. for over 
six hours daily to Israel's 200,000 
citizens and listeners in the entire 
Arabic-speaking Middle East. Its 
inauguration marks an important 
advance in this country’s link with. 
her Arab neighbours. 


Limited Transmissions 


During the past decade Kol Israel 
had maintained Arabic transmissions 
on a limited scale, using a 50-kilowatt 
transmitter which could not be heard 
in many Middle Eastern cbuntries, 


-and with an average of barely 20 


hours per week of Arabic broadcast- 
ing time, compared with over 65 
hours by the Arabic section of the 
B.B.C., and over 350 hours. by the 
various Egyptian stations. © More- 
over, Israel's Arabic voice was avail- 
able during these years only for 
about one hour during the evening 
listening hours. 
And yet neutral Western observers 

and: Arab. sources alike were. con- 
vinced that the standard of those 
limited Arabic transmissions were ‘of 


Outstanding standard and. importance, 


and achieved results which many 
stations in the Arab capitals with 
more broadcasting hours, stronger 
transmitters, and certainly much 
larger allocations of funds failed to 
attain, 

The height: of these achievements 
came with the outbreak of the Sinai — 


campaign in October, 1956, when 
‘Israel's Arabic voice had to fulfil the 


task of a powerful. psychological war- 
fare machine,. in addressing the 
300,000 refugees and inhabitants of 
the Gaza Strip, the population — of 
Sinai, and the Egyptians themselves. 


The extent to which this mission was 


successful we learn from recent Egyp- 
tian press reports, which spoke of 
Cairo’s intention to open a powerful 
new station in Alexandria to broad- 
cast. to the Gaza Strip in order to 
“fight the influence of the Arabic 
voice of Israel.” 


Political Sketches 


Into-the narrow 60-minute evening 
programme Kol Israel managed to 
Squeeze an amazing amount of 
information.. There were talks in 
colloquial. Palestinian. and Egyptian 
dialects (israel being the only station 
to have such broadcasts), a “ Lies and 
Truth” programme, which showed | 
listeners the absurdity of Arab wish- 
ful thinking, a “woman's corner,’ a 
daily review of. the Hebrew press, 
commentaries, and political sketches. 

The inauguration of Dar el Iza’a 
el Israelia makes Israel's Arabic voice 
heard clearly throughout the Middle 


East, especially during four. uninter- 


rupted. hours of the peak evening 
period. Some of these new oppor- 
tunities have been already grasped by 
engaging such newcomers as a notable 
refugee leader, who broadcasts. to his 


compatriots ‘in’ the. camps of the 


neighbouring countries, more “live” 
participation of Israeli Arabs, a 
“ Magazine of the Air,” and a politi- 
cal question-and-answer programme. 
But much remains to be done. 


There are still programmes which rely — 


too much on improvisation and have 
little advance planning; and news 
bulletins also leave something to be — 
desired.

Ancient Semitic Civilisations. By

This is an English, revised edition 
of a book which appeared in Italian 
in German in 1953 (and 
1955), and French in 1955,. We need 
no other evidence that such a volume 
has long been overdue, and Professor 
Sabatino Moscati certainly 
the gratitude of all interested in 
Semitic studies for this very useful and 
convenient book. for study and 
reference. The book treats of the 
main Semitic peoples of the ancient 
world: the Babylonians, Assyrians, 
Canaanites, Hebrews, Arameans, 
Arabs, and Ethiopians. 

Professor Moscati has made his 
classification of the Semitic “ peoples ~ 
with some hesitation and also with 


some reservation, He emphasises that 


For. modern ethnology, a people 


78 an aggregate of persons, who, 


though they may differ in race and 
place of origin, are welded into a 
homogeneous vajty by community of 
habitat, language, and historical and 
cultural tradition.” In his opinion, “ it 


‘seems justifiable not to restrict the 


expression ‘Semitic’ to the linguistic

Desert-Dwellers 


“The desert-dwellers who occupied 


the surrounding territories imposed 


upon them their own language; but 
they mingled with the populations 
which they found in the lands they 
invaded, and took over to a large 
extent their culture Hence the 
peoplés that were so formed” were 
Semitic in language, but this Semitic 
element, though predominant and dis-

Books on the Middle East by 
British soldiers often suffer from a 
basic fault. “They seem to apply less 
to the existing Middle Eastern scene_of 
halting, painful. industrialisation, of 
oil polities and a passionate, half- 
educated nationalism, than an 
imaginary Arabia where both 
Beduin and the British rulers were 


drawn far larger than life as part of 


an unchanging order—unchanging. 
that is, if only there had been no 
Israel, or, if one looks more closely, 
if only there had been no twentieth 
century. Colonel Byford-Jones’s book 
may be a portent of new British 
realism, for it is quite startlingly free 
of. this fault. 
well-informed manner with the Suez 
crisis of 1956 and its two simul- 
taneous but never joint military opera- 
tions, Israel’s lightning - Operation 
Kadesh in Sinai and the truncated 
Anglo-French Operation Mousauetaire 
at Suez. 


Military Operations 


The start of Israel’s campaign found 
the author in Tel Aviv, and his descrip- 
tions have a refreshing first-hand ring. 
True, they deal partly with his efforis 
to get to the front, for like other 
correspondents he spent half his time 
chasing the war, but he finally arrived 
in Gaza by taxicab. Colonel Byford- 


Jones. also had revealing interviews. 


with two captured Egyptian generals, 
and he records an instructive discus- 
sion with General Dayan. His com- 
ments on the spirit in the frontier 
kibbutzim, the buoyant youth of 
Israel's officers and soldiers, and the 
matter-of-fact way in which Genera] 
Dayan addressed soldiers by their first 
names, show some shrewd urderstand- 
ing of the secrets behind the israeli 
Army's élan, just as he is satisfied that 
if Ben-Gurion took drastic measures. 
it was because the Powers and the 
U.N. had blandly ignored Israel's 


appeals as against Nasser’s threats 


and the reckless provocations by the 
fedayeen. 

When he deals with Operation 
Mousquetaire, which he could examine 
only in retrospect, Colonel Byford- 
Jones is equally forthright but both 
more cursory and a shade less sure. 
He analyses the notorious lack of 
military and political co-ordination, 
for which One severe critic used the

“pure” Semitism, Professor Moscati 
has easily succeeded in identifying the 
provenance of the Semites, and their 
original culture. The fact js. that 
nothing is known of the “ Semites ” 
before the existence of the “Semitic 
peoples.” The situation is probably 
much more complicated than such as 
can be reconstructed on the basis of 
our meagre sources. Were the 
109) “less”. Semitic 
than the Arabs? the. Semitic 
peoples (Canaanites) of Syria and 
Palestine, the author rightly says: 
“When our historical documentation 
begins, they seem to be already 
present there” (p, 109). Were they. 
too, “less Semitic than the Arabs ? 


External Influences

He is described on the publisher's 
blurb, as “one of the few survivors 
from the great day .. . when Howard 
Carter revealed .-. . Tutenkhamon’s 
tomb.” If this means (as it is clearly 
meant to suggest) that he Was one of 
the excavators of that temb, its claims 
is, as far as I can discover, quite mis- 
leading, as he is not known in that 
connection. Nor indeed does he make 
any such claim in his book, but 
merely that he had, as a visitor, an 
introduction to Howard Carter and 
watched his men at work. 

The book is a chatty compilation of 
archeological and histerieat informa- 
tion, mixing history and facts with 
legend and gossip, ancient and modern. 
Truths and half-truths are presented 
in a loose and journalese style often 
so crude as to defy discussion : “ Coal 
and oil are the alpha and omega of 
the modern world. Stones and slaves 
were the alpha and omega of the 
ancient Egyptian world,” yet Me. 
Neubert is an enthusiast for Ancient 
Egypt from amateurs and 
enthusiasts Egyptolo 
benefited.

Two are observed before Purim and 
two between Purim and Pesach. This 
particular Sabbath is called Shabbat

Each year there was a count of 
men aged twenty and upwards: each 
of these was required to offer an 
annual contribution of half a shekel. 
The shekel weight in silver was the 


unit of value throughout Jewish 
history down to the Babylonian 
Captivity. 


In the Bible we are told that the 


shekel payment was a man’s “ ransom 


for his soul unto the Lord.’ © Each 


equal in the eves of God, and there- 
fore the same amount was contfi- 
buted by every person.” It. is specifi- 


cally mentioned.in the extra portion 


read this Sabbath that “the rich 
shall not give more and the poor shall 
not give less than the half shekel, 
when they give the. offering of the

Annual Tax 


.. The money was thus collected from 
every man, and. 
Israclites were still in the wildérness, . 


at first, while the 


it was used for the bases of the pillars 
of the Tabernacle.. In later years, 
when the. Temple stood, the half 
Shekel remained as an annual tax 


“which was used for the’ service and 


the upkeep of the Temple. In’ this 
Way every man became a supporter 
of Jewish worship and it was not left 


a few rich people to pay for the 


service. 

In Temple days, on the first day of 
Adar, a proclamation was issued that 
the collection of the half shekel was 
due on the first day. of .the civil New 
Year, Nisan 1. A fortnight later, on 
Adar 15, the proclamation was. again 
read in the provinces, — collecting 
boxes were set up to receive the 
people's. money, and every man of over 


20 years of age came and paid hig tax. 


There. was a great ceremony. when 
the offerings of the shekel. began. 
Three baskets marked 22/N were 
placed on a long table ; basket 8 was 
for the offerings’on behalf of the 
Jews in the land of Israel; basket 3 


for the Jews who lived in neighbour- 
ing cities ; and basket 4 for Jews who 
lived in distant places such 4s 
Babylon and Media. Do not forget 
to look, when you go to synagogue 
on Purim, and you will see three 
plates set out just as baskets used to 
be in the days of the Temple. | 

I think you will enjoy reading the 
Haftara for this special Sabbath. Of 
course, it refers to the reading. from 
the second Sefer. It tells us of the 
boy King. Jehoash,. who was only 


seven years old when he succeeded to — 
Jehoash naturally had a 


the throne. 
Regent for his early years to train and 
guide him; but when he was 20 and 
old enough to make his shekel offer- 
ing he began to question and notice 
that. certain things were not being 


done in the right way. For example, 


the donations of money that had been 
sent to the Temple for offerings were 
supposed to be sufficient for the sup- 


port of the priests as well as the 


upkeep of the Temple. But alas! the 
priests kept back part of the money 
for themselves and repairs were not 
done to the Temple. ae 


Temple Repairs 


Then King Jehoash felt strong 
enough to call a council, consisting of 
Jehoiada, the priest, as well as other 
responsible men,..and said: “ Why 
have ye not repaired the breaches of

tion between Haifa and the Royal 
Navy. Haifa became a 
British naval base jn 1935, its har- 
bour districts and the entire lower 
town were still Arab. 

Ten years later, at the end of the 
Second World War and till June 30, 
1948, the British (Navy units based 
at Haifa were regarded as enemy 
occupation forces. In those days, 
Haifa was used exclusively as a 
base for blockade enforcement, and 


‘there was no love lost. between the 


Royal Navy and the Carmel City. | 

After 1948, the. British Navy 
could afford to ignore Haifa, if 
only because it had so many ports 
of call in the Mediterranean. 
Sinai-Suez campaign of 1956, how- 
ever, resulted in a. radical change 
in this respect. The. traditional 
Eastern Mediterranean R.R.R.R. 
(Relaxation, Recreation, Refuelling, 
Revictualling) ports—Port Said, 
Alexandria, Beirut, Pireus, Fama- 
Limassol—are no longer 
available. The first two are now 
“enemy counrty”™; in’ Beirut, too 
many Syrian, Egyptian, and Com- 
munist agents make British’ sailors 
feel uneasy; in Greek Pireus 
Britain is hardly popular and 
British warships are unwelcome, 
and in the two Cyprus ports British 


tars on shore leave are in danger — 


of getting blown up by. terrorist 


bombs if they venture out after. 


dark. So: only Haifa remains: as 
this one Four-R-port still available 
to. ships and men of the Royal 
Navy. 
Police Action 

Before the 500 British sailors 
went ashore, the Haifa Police Anti-

Finally, proprietors of water- 
front bars, taverns, and. other

Since. liquor-selling licences are 


renewed annually only with police — 


endorsement in the form of clean- 
record and good-conduct certifi- 
cates, the warnings helped to make 


Haifa a. quiet, orderly town. 


For most Royal Navy visitors, 


however, Haifa. proved too quiet 
and orderly, as evidenced by the 


following testimony, taken at ran- 
dom: Sub-Lieutenant G.M.W., 24, 
of Ipswich: “I think Haifa is the 
cleanest, quietest, and most law- 
abiding Mediterranean port. It 
proved to be -the first Mediter- 


ranean port of call in which we. 


were not molested by pimps and 
procurers, nor bothered — by 
thousands of screaming 
screeching vendors and guides. But 
it has little to offer as far as enter- 
tainment is concerned. The. few 


elegant places where we officers. 


could spend an evening were pretty 
boring. ... .” 


The Girls 


Shipfitter R.C., 20, of Derby: 
“ Haifa people are very. polite, well- 
behaved, and pleasant. Nobody 
tries to cheat you, as they do in 
other ports. Nobody picks your 
pockets or robs you, as in all other 
Mediterranean cities. But the girls 
don't even look at you here... .” 

Gunner G.B., 19, of Bristol: 


“Well, [ think Haifa is too quiet. 


People are polite but don’t pay any 
attention to you. In other ports 


we are the centre of attraction. . 


Here we. are regarded just like 
Israeli Navy men.

Whatever the outcome of the 
current talks in Amman between King 
Feisal and King Hussein, Whitehall 
circles are of the opinion that the 
sovereignty of both their countries 
will remain unimpaired.
